Washington—"Once a Turk, ahvay: 


a Turk"—this is the doctrine insisted 
upon by Turkey, which is preventing 
the United States senate from ratify- 
ing the treaty of T>ausanne. 


After a Turk.' or an Armenian, or 


anybody else who can 
properly bs 


classed as a. Turkish subject, leaves 
the Near East -and makes his home 
in the United States, takes out natur- 
alization papers and becomes a full, 
fledged American citizen, he is, ac 
cording to the American interpreta- 
tion, entitled to all the privileges ol 
an American citizen. But Turkey con 
tends that if he visits his former home 
ho is at onco liable to military service 
and other regulations affecting Turk- 
ish subjects." 


This theory of dual nationality is 


not new, but various senators insisl 
that Turkey Is enforcing it in an ob 
noxiour manner. For instance, France 
and Italy contend that if a subjecl 
runs away at the military age ane 
then becomes an ^American citizen 'it 
is obvious that tho citizenship cloak 
was an evasion and this cannot be 
recognized. While the United States 
has 'differed with this view, ncverthe 
less it has felt there was a>. certain 
amount of logic in the idea. Tet when 
a. child js born of French.pareijta'and 
at the age of five or ten is taken', to 
the United States, France "docs 'not 
insist ultimately--on military service 
should-such an American come back 
to France for a. visit. Turkey argues 
that no matter when the .Turkish sub- 
ject emigrated, the Turkish law is 
supreme 
and covers 
anyone who 


comes back even, for a brief visit. 


MANY TURKS IN U. S- 


There are in -America, nearly 500,- 


000 Turks and Armenians who cannot 
visit Turkey without running into the 
difficulties herein outlined. This has 
served to crystallize sentiment against 
the Lausanne treaty and more than 
the necessary one-third has risen in 
opposition so that the ratification of 
the pact is improbable at this writing. 


There are other reasons why the 


Turkish treats" is opposed. 
Among 


them is the statement of Democratic 
leaders that the United States should 
protect the Armenian minoriics. 
It 


is contended that just because the 
European powers were compelled by 
force (of 
circumstances 
after 
the 


Greek-Turkish war to accept a "hu 
miliating'' treaty is no reason why the 
United States should do likewise. The 
statement Is made, for instance, that 
President Wilson assured Armenia of 
protection and her subjects went into 
tho war against the Turks believing 
they had the moral support of the al- 
lies. 
Provisions 
protecting 
minor; 


ities were insisted upon to protect 
the German minorities in Poland and 
this principle now is espoused in the 
American senate ns one that. ought 
to be followed with respect to the 
Armenians. 


In fa.vor of the treaty the argument, 


is made that all the American inter- 
ests in Turkey favor ratification, that 
diplomatic relations should be renew 
ed to further American commercial 
prospects in the Near East and that 
the Turks would never agree to the 
Armenian minority idea so it's cither 
the Lausanne treaty or none and if 
none is ratified than ill-feeling will 
be developed 
unnecessarily in the 


Near East. 


The opponents of the "Lausanne pact 


say the treaty of 1S30 is still in force 
notwithstanding denunciation of cer- 
tain provisions covering extra terri- 
torial rights and that diplomatic rec- 
ognition can be extended without mak- 
ing a. treaty. The majority of the op- 
ponents of the'treaty are Democrats, 
particularly from stales where there 
is a large Greek population and also 
from those sections where the influ- 
ence of former Turkish subjects is 
supposed to have made itself felt in 
an argument for a. new treaty which 
will safeguard their nationality as 
Americans.

tions committee, he could not sit by 
and silently appear to acquiesce in

The outstanding "3efect in our so- 


called budget, and one which, I bc- 
-lieve, you will readily recognize as 
such, is that it is recommended by a 
board whose members have very little 
connection with, or responsibility for. 
our state government. 
Only two of 


the nine members of the Board of 
Public Affairs which met last month, 
now have any responsibility for the 
government which we are to carry 
forward during the next biennium. 
It is impossible for such a body to 
become suflicicntly 
acquainted with 


the administration of the government 
and the intricacies of affairs in the 
several departments to make any rec- 
ommendations which it might submit, 
worthy of very serious consideration. 
Some years ago, the legislature em- 
powered this body to make investiga- 
tion of state administration and gave 
it power over the conduct of depart- 
mental affairs. 
Such powers, it lodg- 


ed in some officer at the direct com- 
mand of the executive, might have 
had a beneficient effect in brincins 
economy and efficiency into our gov- 
ernment. 


I recommend that you abolish the 


State Board of Public Affairs, and 
that yo'u attach to the executive de- 
partment an officer who will prepare 
the budget in much the same manner 
that it is now prepared, but with ex- 
ecutive approval: who will bc the fi- 
nancial advisor of the Governor and 
who will also be his efficiency export 
to study conditions in the various de- 
partments of government and advise 
with the heads of such departments 
and with the executive in reference to 
all the* various phases of the work. I 
expect to do as/much of this sort of 
work myself as the limits of my time 
and other details will permit. But I 
am satisfied that I- cannot become] 
sufficiently acquainted with the situa- 
tion during the brief time at my dis- 
posal to make such knowledge valu- 
able and effective both to you and to 
future legislators. 


It will not be necessary to enact 


much, if any. new law. 
The powers 


and duties already imposed by the 
Statutes upon the State Board of rub- 
lie Affairs, if imposed upon such in 
official, would need little in the way 
of amendment or extension to make 
him the aid to the executive which is 
necessary. It seems to me that this 
would be a businesslike provision of 
government which would aid the ex- 
ecutive fo coordinate administration 
an'1 make it both effective and eco- 
nomical. 
It would likewise put the 


executive in a position where the peo- 
ple of our commonwealth could justly 
hold him responsible for conditions ov- 
er which, as tho laws are presently 
constituted, he has little, if any, ef- 
fective control. 


TAXATION 


"We now conje to what, by common 


consent, is deemed the most important 
of the many problems presented for 
your consideration —the problem of 
'taxation. 
This requires, and I am 


sure it will receive, your earnest at- 
tention. 
Wisconsin is not alone 
in 


finding the subject 
of taxation the 


most perplexing in the field of both 
legislation and administration. 
While 


it is just to say that,this state has 
taken more forward steps in its ef- 
forts to secure an equitable system of 
taxation than the majority of states, 
yet like the others, in its efforts to 
meet pressing needs for revenue, it 
has resorted at times to short-sighted 


methods for 
relief which inevitably 


have returned to plague it. 


It is commonplace to say that * the 


chief problem 
of taxation 
today is 


that of the equitable distribution of 
tho burdens of government cost: yet 
it is tomothing which needs to be of- 
ten repeated. Wo are confronted to- 
day with the double duty of materially 
i educing our expenditures .and of 
seeking some method for so'distribut- 
ing the public burdens as to avoid in- 
justice on the one hand, and meet the 
reasonable revenue needs of the state 
on the other. This duty calls for a 
careful analysis of the situation. Wis- 
consin, like other states, has made a 
sort of patchwork of her tax laws un- 
til we have reached a point where 
there is almost universal dissatisfac- 
tion with conditions. 


Personally 1 have been in favor of 


the repeal of the law taxing personal 
property. The repeal of the personal 
propel ty tax offset two years ago left 
a situation which deals unjustly with 
the manufacturer and merchant, with- 
out correspondingly benefitinc other 
interests, or reaching more effectively 
the owner of intangible property who 
is. relatively, very much undertaxed. 
Inasmuch as tho enactment of the In- 
come tax law had in contemplation the 
repeal of the personal property tax 
and the offset was' apparently a, tem- 
porary expedient to bridge over 
the 


interim until the real purpose could 
be accomplished, 
it is logical 
that 


there should be a demand for exemp- 
tion of all personal property. The on- 
ly reason why that demand has not 
been more imperative is because of 
tho recognized task of raising in some 
other 
way an 
equivalent of the 


amount of revenue it produces. 


But the repeal of the personal prop- 


erty tax law is an exceedingly diffi- 
cult task. It is not a mere matter of 
substituting: one section of the stat- 
utes for another. There was a time 
immediately after the income tax law 
came into full operation when it might 
uive been more easily accomplished. 
Today between eighteen and twenty 
per cent of the total property tux rev- 
enue of the state comes from the per- 
sonal property tax. In other words 
f we were to repeal outright the per- 
sonal property tax law we should bc 
obliged to provide otherwise for fifteen 
nillion to eighteen million dollars with 
which to carry on the functions of the 
state, local, and county governments. 


Xor is it a question merely of decid- 


ing that the state shall not .increase 
ts annual expenditures in the sum 
xbove named. 
The state has already 


increased its expenditures and, with- 
out a violent lopping off of activities 
n the different local units, the public 
treasuries cannot get along without 
the taxation of personal property. 


It would be easy at this point to in- 


dulge in criticism of extravagant pub- 
lic expenditures, but as at least S7 per 
cent of these expenditures are by coun 
ties, cities, towns and villages and not 
under control of the State Government 
proper, such criticism is uncalled for 
and would be useless. Unless the con- 
trolling bodies of counties and cities 
can make their several electorates 
aware of the danger of neglecting to 
place a check on activities which con 
sume public funds, what might be said 
here would be of little worth. 


So far as state government expendi- 


tures are concerned, however, the leg- 
islature and the administrative offi- 
cers of the state have a. duty to per- 
form. In another connection sugges 
tions are made which, if carried out 
will effect a material saving in admin 
istration costs. As the work of state 
government progresses, it is natura'

ambition and with the time and means 
to pursue it cO-ctively. 


It is not n.cessary that this be a 


salaried body. It might be made up 
of a member of the Tax Commission, 
to make available the experience and 
data of that body; some recognized 
student of the subject from the uni- 
versity; a representative oC the 
facturing industries: a representative 
of agriculture;

of 


labor; and one from the merchandis- 
ing interests. There could be selected 
from each of these classes a man spe- 
cially interested in the subject, whose 
suggestions touching his class would 
Lie valuable.

Plans have been worked out to the 


minutest detail, iv'Mi new Ucpai.arcs 
in airship design involved. The ships 
would boast all the luxury of an 
ocean liner and the safety of a city 
hotel. 


For the $5,000.000. the aeronautical 


experts behind the project arc looking 
to Congress. 


The plans for these ships have been 


drawn by Dr. Karl Arnstein. chief en- 
Kineer for the Goodycar-ZeppcKn Cor- 
poration. 


They will have a capacity of G.SOO,- 


000 cubic feet of helium gas apiece— 
more than three times the capa-ity of 
the Shcnandoah. 


THIRTEEN ENGINES 


They will be propelled by 13 engines 


which will be built inside their hulls, 
with only the propellers 
projecting. 


Even the contrtl cars will 1 - built in- 
to the envelopes and streamlined to 
reduce wind resistan *. 


The ships will have double cover- 


ings, one inside to reta'n the gas and 
the other, weather and lire-proof, out- 
side, with a stron" metal framework 
between. The gas compartments will 
be divided into separate cells, &o that 
the ship can still fly even if some are 
punctured.

There will be no danger that either 


ship ever will meet thf fate of the 
Shenandoah. Kcflnem-iits in construc- 
tion will eliminate all da-iger, accord- 
ing to Dr. Arnstein.

wa.vs open the year 'round. 


Increased bus traffic and the insis- 


tent demands of automobile owners 
for clear roads is chiefly responsible. 


MILES OF SNOW FENCE 


Minnesota this year will spend near- 


ly ?500.000 in "snow fighting." "Cuts" 
uiul "sweeps" along the state's 7000 
miles oC trunk highways are guarded 
by 1.500,000 feet of snow fence, 600 
patrolmen, and 150 snow plows. The 
line of fence is placed a few feet back 
from tho roads and prevents the snow 
from drifting over the highways. 


Sixteen district headquarters direct 


the operations of the state patrolmen, 
who work on a part-time basis. "With- 
in an hour after a highway is report- 
ed in danger of being blocked, equip- 
ment for miles can be rushed to the 
threatened spot. 


"Snow lighting" 
cost Minnesota 


?300,000 last year and highway offi- 
cials expect the cost to run close to 
$500,000 this year. 


HOLD BACK DRIFTS 


More than 900,000 miles of fence 


were constructed 
to hold back the 


drifts among Nebraska's roads. In 
tho larger cities of the state, giant ro- 
tary plows clear sidewalks and pave 
ments. 


Wisconsin's snow plows work on 


two principles; one pushes the snow 
to one side of the road, while the oth 
er carries the snow away by centri 
fugal force. 
"Grader ' blade" plows 


are widely used in the states where 
the drifts are not too deep. That type 
of plow has been successful. againsi 
IS-inch accumulations.

Two brass poles 
erected between the two floors take 
the place of the stairway at this time, 
as it takes but a second to slide down 
a pole. 


Other routine work about the sta- 


tion occupies the remainder of the 
time during the day. All equipment 
must be cleaned after every run. hose 
must be dried, and various articles of 
clothing and equipment must be re 
paired. 


The platoon here consists of 2S per- 


sons including the chief and electri 
cian. Each shift is composed of 13 
firemen.

A REMARKABLE STRIKE 


Washington, D. C. — Perhaps the 


most remarkable strike that the world 
ever known recently occured in Eng- 
land. It was not the general strike, 
extaordinary for its brief duration, 
considering all attending circumstan- 
ces. Xor was it the coal strike, about 
volumes will be written after a pan- 
acea for all industrial ills has been 
discovered. 


I-i fact, this strike was not the re- 


sult of an industrial controversy. It 
was not a strike of trades unionists, 
artisans, or laborers. It was not a 
strike of "White Collar" workers, or 
of government or civic employes. It 
did not upset or interfere with the 
orderly functioning of society. On the 
contrary, it threatened the disorderly 
practices of a large part of the British 
public. 


It was a strike of gamblers. The 


presiding geniuses at bacccarat tables 
did not walk out, nor did the crou- 
piers who run the roulette wheels lay 
down their rakes and refuse to spin 
the ivory ball. The faro dealers did 
not ask for more and shorter hours 
and quit when, their demands were 
denied, and the crap shooters did not 
park their dice and announce that 
there would be nothing doing until 
they were conceded something which 
they wanted overmuch. 


It was a strike of bookmakers,' not 


those whose labors enrich the libraries 
of the world, but those who enrich 
themselves by gtiesning that the pub- 
lic in genera! can not pick the winner 
or a-horse race. The bookmakers did 
not strike because it had been demon- 
started that the British 
public was 


picking better than usual, nor be- 
cause they were compelled frequently 
to work overtime, nor yet 
because 


they thought their patrons should ac- 
cept shorter odds. They struck be- 
cause Winsoa Churchhill England's 
Chancellor of the Excequer, decided 
that he could materially increase his 
government's income by imposing a 
tax on betting. Tho bookmakers walk- 
ed out, so to speak, as a protest 
against the tax. For two days they 
refused to accept any bets, but their 
strike was lost before it was started 
It was even more fulile than the gen- 
eral strike 
in which 
the 
unionists 


tried to paralyze all activity in Eng- 
land as a means of winning favorable 
terms for the striking mincr.s.

pari-mutuel plan there are no book- 
makers to lay odds. Bettors buy tick- 
ets on the horses they favor, and the 
odils are established by a -Ticchanlcal 
calculation made the moment ihe bet- 
ting on a given race is closed. This 
system has its advantages 
Bettors 


must put up their cash and they get 
cash promptly if they win.' 
There 


are no I. O. U' s. Also the state or 
the government can be ^assured of 
collecting all its percentage of all-bets 
laid. 


The objection to the system is that 


it is good only for bets made at race 
tracks, and when it conies to a gov- 
ernment's deriving revenue from bet- 
ting the important things is how to 
collect the tax on the tremendous vol- 
ume of bets made away from 
the 


tracks. To illu.strnte, when the racing 
season is on in Maryland, 20,000 peo- 
ple may go to Laurel, to Pimlico, to 
Bowie, or to Havre de Grace, on any 
given day, and there wager tens of 
thousands through the i>ari-mutuels 
But on each such clay, 50,000 people 
in 
"Washington and 
proportionate 


numbers in every city in the United 
States may make bets — and they 
do! — through 
illegally 
operated 


handbooks. How collect a tax on that 
kind of betting? 


Cut the amazing thing about what 


has transpired over in England is 
that the government there has to a 
degree legitimized one of the 
most 


prevalent, most pernicious, and most 
insidious forms of gambling by levy- 
ing a tax on it, and that the gamb- 
lers have gone on a strike as a re- 
sult. 


It is almost as if. in the 
United 


States under prohibition, the Govern- 
ment had levied a tax on bootleggers 
and the latter had made an organized 
and concerted demonstration in pro- 
test by declining to sell any 
more 


moonshine or iiny of the 
synthetic 


concoctions in the handling of which 
they have flouted the law since 1920. 


Of course, in a way the operations 


of bootleggers have been recognized 
by this Government, because it has 
been held judicially that bootleggers 
must pay income 
taxes.

.UNIVERSITY PLANS 


PROGRAM IN EFFORT 
TO RAISE STANDARD 


Sanitation in Care of Swine 


to Be Keynote of State 
Movement 


Madison —(/P)— A movement to 


bring about swine improvement meth- 
ods in Wisconsin on a larger scale is 
announced by II. J. Brant, extension 
specialist of the University of Wis- 
consin's agriculture school. 


Although such methods have been 


ftdx'ocated for several years. Professor 
Brant said, tlio principles have not 
been applied to the degree necessary 
for stateivitie standard raising. Details 
of the improvement plan are to be 
supplied by the university. 


"Sanitation in the care of swine 


will be the keynote of the -\\hole cam- 
paign." declared Professor Brant, "and 
we will make an effort to enlist the 
support of all farmers in this respect. 
Kspecially during the winter is such 
a practice necessary 
since at that 


time the swine are indoors. 


CLEAN HOUSES REGULARLY 
"Pigs must be kept away from the 


sources of infection and the hog hous 
es must bo regularly cleaned. If the 
rules of good care are applied through 
out the state a high pork price and an 
increased average per litter will re 
suit. The cost of raising will there- 
fore be cut as the overhead is lowered. 


"Whereas the average litter now is 


about fur" pigs it can be increased to 
six or seven within a few years un- 
der the scientific swine care plan." 


Demonstrations will be conducted in 


various farm communities during the 
first part of March, he said, and from 
these exhibits the farmers may 
r«> 


alizc the advantages to be 
gained. 


Among the important items in Hie 
proposed campaign is a rotating pas* 
ture- plan for the swine which will 
*lso be instrumental in bringing about 
the added pork production. 


SUPPLY INFORMATION 


In case farmers are interested 


the campaign the university will send 
information on the'balanced system of 
pork production and will also submit 
plans for new central hog houses. 
Other points which will be included in 
the service will be plans for remodel- 
ing old hog houses: individual hog 
houses: winter rations, detailed pas- 
ture plans; 
swine sanitation 
and 


lound-worm control 
and plans for 


self-feeder. 


At the request of any group the 


university will give demonstrations in 
the respective communities if they are 
not aheady included on the itinerary, 
Professor Brant said.

CANADA IMPROVES 


ITS WOOLPRODUGTS 


Quality and Quantity Are Bet- 


ter, 
Canadian Wool Grow- 


ers Declare , 


Ottawa. Can.—The wool industry in 


Canada has increased not only in pro- 
duction but in quality, according to 
the Canadian Co-Operative AVool Grow- 
ers of the dominion. 


The wool clip of the past season has 


been about 11.000,000 pounds as com- 
pared with 10,000.000 pounds in 1925. 
This is only -wood as removed from 
the mature breeding sheep and docs 
not include any lambs' or pulled wool. 


According to the same authority, the 


wool has been removed in good condi- 
tion and there is every indication that 
a superior product is, coming from the 
producers in this country. 


This is in marked contrast to the 


situation a few years ago when ivool 
produced 1ft Canada was offered for 
salo in such unsatisfactory state that 
even Canadian manufacturers regard- 
ed the domestic product with indiffer- 
ence. 
, 


In considerable measure the revo- 


lution is due to the introduction of 
government grading and in systematic 
marketing effected recently.

Bill Would 
Give 
Railroad 


Commission Control Over 
Bus Lines 


A bill which will give the "Wisconsin 


railroad commission/ control over the 
establishment of new bus lines Ss to 
be introduced in the present session of 
the legislature. Under its provisions, 
the commission also would have con- 
trol over the discontinuance of old 
lines, rates and other matters much 
in the same manner as the commis- 
sion regulates other public utilities. 


A bill on somewhat similar lines but 


no; so comprehensive was introduced 
two years ago, and was passed by 
the legislature, but Governor John J. 
Dlainc vetoed it. The argument to be 
advanced this session is that bus ser- 
vice is one ol the principal means of 
transportation and as such should be 
under control of the railroad commis- 
sion the same as any other form of 
public transportation. 


The passage of this bill would mean 


a nunivcr of mergers of lines now op- 
erating on the same routes. Negotia- 
tions have been pending for some time 
to this end. It is generally conceded 
that better service and rates can be 
given if bus transportation is controll- 
ed in such a 
way as to 
prevent 


duplication. 


Companies now controlling most 


lines in AVisconsin arc the Milwaukee 
Electric Railway and Lighting com- 
pany, the Wisconsin Light and Power 
company, 
the Royal Rapid Transit 


company and the Blackhawk Motor 
Bus company, which owns the line in 
tho northwestern 
part of the state 


running as far 
south as 
Stevens 


Point and to Minneapolis and St. Paul. 


These lines, if the bill becomes a 


law, 
will probably absorb most of the 


smaller bus lines. In fact, they prac- 
tically control them now, and the mer- 
gers will be little more than form, ex-
